FOR FARMERS, 


A Valuable Forage Plant that Might be 
Grown to Advantage tn Nevada. 


The following extract from a lecture 
ef W. A. Sanders of Fresno on “Whit 
We Should Raise,” gives information 

about what might prove a valuable for- 


age plant for dry portions of our State: 

„When we seek plants of econumic 
value to introduce into our own State, 
our search will most likely be reward- 

ed with success if we seek them in 
the oldest settled, most densely popu. 
lated regions of the earth, that have 
soil aod climate similar to those of 
California. loaterior and Western 
Asia are dry regions of intense sum- 

mer heat. From the-e we have ol - 
tained our Dhoura Sorghum — but 
there is another plint improperly 
called a sorghum, the Sorghum Heie- 
pense, the word Helepen-e being the 
Arabic name of the ancient city of 
Aleppo, famed as being |-cated iu one 
of the dryest portions of the habitable 
earth. It is situated among the low, 

rocky hills or mountsins between the 
he of tne rivers Jordan and E. 
phrates. Around this ancient city, 
extending in all directions where heat 
and drouth bold sway over the cova- 

try, grows this ‘valuabie everyrcen, 

ever-yrowing bunch grass. Its reo 
are sumetimes au inch or more in di- 

ameter, and run down iutu the eure h 
to a depth of more than twenty feet. 

No mere sod-torming ur fibrou--rooted 
grass would live there for, more than a 
single season; the deep, baking heat 
of the summer sun would destroy it» 
roots, and the close grazing of the do- 

mestic herds would apuithilate tops 


and seeds, an -· it would give piace to 


neisome weeds on whose tops and 
seeds no animals could feed, exempr- 
ing them from desruction But not 
so easily destroyed is the S. H~lepensr. 
Its tops, to be sure, are closely eaten 
off, and goats and hogs diy deep 
into the earth to get at and devour its 
juicy, nutritious roots; but this only 
develops a new and more luxuriant 
growth. Every hulf-inch length of 
ruots left in coutact with the voi pro- 
duces a new bunca of gras. 

Three years aud a half ago I ob- 
tained thirtéen seeds of thix yra-s and 
sovred them on my dry-land ranch in 
Fresno county. Now I have neorly n 
quarter of an acre of grass nearly us 
high as * head, and masses of ro ts 
down in the ground, that a friend of 
mine who stood by whiie I dug a 
bunch of it, expressed himself, Wh, 
there are more roots than earth under 
that grass.’ 

It is readily propagated from both 
roots and seeds. Cut the roots into 
inch pieces and drop them into fur- 

rows and plow thein in, or plant then. 
like potatoes, and your g ound is set 
with a crop that here in the dryslands 
ean never be eradicated. No land is 
two poor or too dry for it to grow upon. 

Stock eat it with avidity. As its 
roots are four times as large us alfalfa 
roots of the same age. 60 it will stand 
aod keep green through drouth that 
would entirely kill alfalfa. Stock 
never bloat from eating it, as they dv 
from eating clover and some of the 
other — The seeds are only 
about one-fourth as heavy as alfalfa, 
so & pound of it will go at least as ta: 
as four pounds of alfsifa; Unt it will 
do even more than this, for from the 
spreading habit of both tops aod roots, 
four pounds of seed are suflicient t» 
sow an acre. But a more valuable way 
of using it is to plant root-cuttinys 
anywhere on pasture lands, anywhere 
where it is desirable to produce 
a never-ending additional am nnt of 
good feed for all kinds of stock.”

CARP CULTURE. 


A Good Fish that Every Farmer Cap 
Grow for Hts Owa Table. 


That the people of this State may 
more fully understand the nature of 
the carp and its culture in our rivers, 
lakes and ponds, I have seen fit to 
copy from the United States Fish 
Commissioner's report of 1875 76, on 
the propagation of food fishes in the 
United States, the following: 

“The carp was, in all probability, 
driginally introduced into Europe 
from Central Asia many centuries ago, 
and is now common in most of the 
large rivers. {0 some parts of Europe, 
principally io Bohemia, Austria, 
Sou'hern, Central aud Northeru Ger 
many, it has become domesticated. It 
is ulieged to have been imported into 
England in ths year 1504. 

The carp is partial te stagnant 
waters, or such as have not too swift a 
curreut, with a loamy, muddy bottom, 
and deep places covered with vegeta- 
ion. It inhabits now most of the 
larger and smaller rivers of Europe, 
particularly the Elbe, Weiser, Rhine, 
Danube, Po, Rhone, Garone, Loire, 
then the Bavarian and Swiss lakes, 


weight often amouuts to from fifteen 
to twenty pounds, It is also found iu 
the Caspian Sea io great numbers, 
and is known there by the name of 
sassan. 
It 18 an advan‘age that the carp is 
able to live in water where other fishes 
cvuld not possibly exist; fur instance, 
in the pools of bog, meadows, or 
sloughs. However, it is not by any 
weans to be inferred from this that 
he best locality for carp pounds of a 
superiur kiod could be in such situa- 
tions. The presence of tuo much hu 
mic acid is unfavorable to the well be- 
ing of the carp. The carp lives upon 
vegetable food, as well as upon worm: 
aud larve of aquatic insects, which it 
turus up from the mad with the head. 
It is very ewily satistied and will not 
refuse the offui of the kitchen, laughter 
nouxs or breweries, or even the ex- 
cremvut of catile and pigs. 
In the moderate zone, that is to say 
in Central Europe, the carp will, at 
the beginning of the cold -easen, seck 


kind of sleep. This will sometimes 
occur as early as the beginning uf No- 
vember, if the winter should set in 
early; and it is to be remarked that 
they will retire at an earlier period in 
punds than ia rivers.

They do 
not take any food from the beginniog 
of October, and continue to abstain 
from it, in some countries, until the 
end of March, and in colder districts 
somewhat longer. The carp does not 
row in winter. Warmth alone seems 
to exerci-e a favorable influence upon 
it and to promote its growth. It only 
grows in the months of May, June, 
July and August, and does not con- 
tinue to do sv in September. The 
abundance of eggs in the carp is very

In the depths of this ‘coilector’ the 
fish seck their resting place for winter, 
and also in the summer when the 
water is too warm near the edge. The 
outer part of the pond should not be 
deeper than one foot for the distance 
of about fifty or seventy-five feet, so 
that the water there may be warmed 
more thoroughly by the sun.

For this reason large apertures are cut 
in the ice for the supply of fresh air. 

From 800 to 1,000 breeding fish may 
be calculated to an American acre, 800 
being the average. The carp likes, 
above everything else, vegetable mat- 
ter, such as cabbage, Jettuce, boiled 
potatoes, corn, turuips, pumpkins, 
melons, etc. The small pisciculturist, 
having a pond of perhaps one-half 
acre near his house, will often be able 
to feed his fish on refuse, as he wil! al- 
ways have it fresh from the kitchen 
and stable. 

In conclusion, I earnestly recom- 
mend the culture of the carp to all 
pisciculturists. If the value of carp 
for table use has once beea recog- 
nized it will become a highly e-teemed

Affairs at Pyramid. 

J. H. Kinkead came io from Pyra- 
mid to-day. He reports gran i pro- 
gress at the mine. The 3 foot vein of 
rich ore on the 300 level has widened 
out to 9 feet. It is fine yellow ore and 
will average $10 ut the mill. He says 
it is the largest and best body of ore 
ever found in the mine and gives great 
satisfaction to the compiny. They 
are raising 15 tons of ore a day and 
packing it to the mill. The roads are 
too bad to haul it. There never was 
such arain-storm as the one of this 
and last week. There is no trouble 
from water in the mine. It stands 40 
feet above the 400 level. The mill 
wus started up at 7 u'clock laxt Satur- 
day and it has run all week very nice- 
ly. They are working the black ore 
by roasting and mixing one part ot it 
with nine parts of red ore. The ore is 
roasted out of doors; a layer of cord- 
wood forms the first stratum, then six 
inches of ore, on top of which is spread 
one inch of charcoal, then fuilow io 
alternave layers six inches of ore and 
two inches of coal until the heap is 
five feethigh. It can be made as long 
as is required. The wood is set on 
fire and it ignites the charc»al and the 
salphur in the ore, and the fire does 
not go out until it is all consumed, 
which is in about twelve days. It is 
then put into large tanks and covered 
with water. The copper is diss ved 
and the liquor is drawn off ioto an- 
other tank where the copper is precip- 
itated on old irun int» cement copper, 
92 per cent pure, which is used in the 
batteries ia place of blue vitriol. The 
residuum is frxe milling and goes to 
the pans. The whole operation will 
not cost over $3 ton. Mr. Kinkead 
says the black ore itself is a bonanza,

THE WiLLIAMS MEMORIAL

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THE SECIND JUDICIAL DISTRICT. 


A Reply to Lex. From a Man Whe Goes 
in Strongly for Divisioa. 


Eprtrorn Gazerrsz:—In your issue of 

yesterday one who is careful to inform 
the public that he is“an old resident, 
and consequently knows what he is 
talking about, announces his ultima- 
tum in an opinion which is an opio- 
ion,” to the effect that there is no ne- 
cessity for a division of the Second 
Judicial District. It is not the con- 
clusion of “Lex” against the talked of 
division which arrests my attention, 
however, but the remarkable reasons 
which are advanced to support his 
conclusion. 
Wen did any one ever hear that 
questions pertaining to water rights 
and lands could be finally litigated 
and determined?. The truth is, the 
water right litigation of this connty is 
not yet commenced, With the con- 
stantly iocreasing nnmber of ditches 
and the multiplying and varied inter- 
ests of their projectors, the near fu- 
ture is full of litigation. But it is not 
true that these are or ever were the 
principal causes of litigation. On the 
caleudar for the January term of this 
year were eighty-five cases, not ove of 
which had aoy connection with vater 
rights. Of these, three only were 
criminal cases. Pussibly Judge King 
may clear the calendar this term, but 
if ho does, it will be the first time in 
a number of years that this has been 
done. 

If “Lex” will take the trouble to 
investigate the workings of the Dis 
trict system, he will, I am sure, be 
very thoroughly impressed with the 
idea that the system is wrong. To 
ay nothing of litigation dragying its 
weary course through the years upon 
unsettled statemeuts or undetermined 
motions for new trial», until its fruits 
so contidently hoped for are dissipated, 
end the suitor at the end of his siit 
finds that hecan “reap but a harvest 
of barren regrets"—to say nothing of 
this state of affairs, known by every 
litigant and lawyer to be true, there 
are strong reasons why Washoe county 
should have a Judge to attend to her 
affairs. The judicial mind requires 
rest and enjoys recreation as much as 
if its possessor was in other walks of 
life. The grave responsibility of tlie 
„office which arbitrates the properties 
and lives of men should be sustained 
ly a juige who brings to the perform- 
ance of the duties of Lis high office a 
mind enriched by study and broad- 
ened and strengthened by reflection. 
T» put a man in the julicial harness 
ix days io the week and, like a cart. 
horse, constant'y keep the vehicle 
moving, is detrimental te the public 
as well as the incumbent. The peo- 
ple do not get what they should have, 
i. e., the very best work the Judge is 
capable of. This he can not give un- 
le-s time is given him for study and 
reflection. Yet the people of this 
District are now exacting from their 
present very learned and capable 
Judge work of so continuous and la- 
borious a character, that it is impossi- 
bie tor any one man to keep up with 
the work. 

Bat this article is already too long. 
[f I really thought tie people of the 
county took interest enough in the 
matter tocare whether the District 
was divided or not, I should prepare 
for the information of “Lex” a state- 
ment, showing the relative cost of the 
present system, with the expense of 
that propysed. But as the people 
seem to care very little about it, I sup- 
pose Washoe can worry along for six 
years more as the tail of the Ormsby 
kite.
